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The  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Stratham  wish  to 
extend  their  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Gordon  Jameson 
for  the  many  hours  spent  in  assigning  house  numbers  to  the 
residents  of  the  town. 

This  effort  will  be  of  significant  help  to  the  Fire  Department, 
Postal  Department  and  Town  Office. 

The  Greater  Exeter  Area  Group  Home,  Inc.,  Portsmouth 
Avenue,  Stratham,  New  Hampshire,  is  a  charitable  corporation.  It 
is  a  local  solution  for  local  problems.  Many  young  people  when 
faced  with  crisis  in  their  home,  school,  or  community  see  only 
two  alternatives;  being  sent  to  the  New  Hampshire  Youth 
Development  Center  in  Manchester  or  running  away.  A  group  of 
concerned  local  citizens,  parents  and  professionals  feel  that  the 
problems  of  youth  can  best  be  solved  within  and  by  the 
community  in  which  those  problems  arise. 

The  Greater  Exeter  Area  Group  Home  is  a  supervised, 
group -living  home  for  pre-delinquent  youngsters  between  the  ages 
of  13  and  17.  It  will  provide  for  a  maximum  of  90  consecutive 
days  in  a  warm,  neutral,  home-like  atmosphere  during  which 
solutions  to  a  youngster's  problems  can  be  worked  out  with  as 
little  disruption  as  possible  to  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  or  she  will 
continue  uninterrupted  in  school  and  community  activities.  This 
is  a  much  more  hopeful  approach  in  teaching  a  young  person  how 
to  live  productively  within  his  community  than  sending  him  away 
to  a  sterile  institution. 

The  Group  Home  is  not  a  replacement  for  the  Youth 
Development  Center,  nor  will  it  duplicate  its  services.  It  will, 
however,  provide  an  alternative  for  the  pre-delinquent, 
non-criminal  youngster  such  as  a  runaway  who  would  formerly  be 
incarcerated  with  the  hardened  delinquent  such  as  a  car  thief  or 
drug  pusher.  Youngsters  and  their  parents  from  Exeter,  Stratham, 
Kensington,  Brentwood,  East  Kingston,  Newfields  and  Fremont 


will  receive  appropriate  services  from  community  agencies  under 
the  guidance  of  local  professionals. 

Our  neighbor's  and  indeed  perhaps  our  own  children  deserve  a 
better  chance.  The  Group  Home  is  a  community  trying  to  solve 
its  own  problems  and  needs  the  support  of  everyone  to  succeed. 
You  can  make  an  investment  in  your  children  and  help  make  the 
Home  more  comfortable  by  donating  furnishings  and  household 
articles. 


SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  very  happy  to  dedicate  this  years 
town  report  to  our  good  friend,  Clayton  Eastman.  We  know  he 
will  do  an  excellent  job  of  keeping  Stratham  Hill  Park  in  good 
condition  for  all  who  visit  to  enjoy. 

We  feel  that  in  this  past  year  the  Board  has  taken  great  steps 
forward  in  trying  to  keep  our  town  on  a  good  sound  basis  by 
having  our  road  agent  work  a  full  forty  hour  week  for  the  town. 

The  purchase  of  the  truck,  loader  and  mowing  equipment  has 
proved  very  valuable  in  helping  to  keep  our  park,  cemeteries,  fire 
house,  library  and  school  grounds  in  much  better  condition.  Our 
records  show  that  the  following  hours  were  spent  at  each 
location:  Stratham  Hill  Park  196  hours;  cemeteries  96  hours;  fire 
house  and  library  24  hours;  school  30  hours.  However,  we  do  feel 
that  this  is  only  the  first  step  and  in  order  that  this  Board  and 
future  Boards  have  the  authority  they  need  for  better  control  of 
these  town  lands  and  highways  we  feel  that  the  position  of  road 
agent  should  be  known  as  the  Public  Works  Department  and  the 
man  in  charge  should  be  appointed.  Thus,  you  will  find  an  article 
in  the  town  warrant  to  have  the  agent  appointed  beginning  in 
March  of  1975. 

This  past  summer  and  fall  Mr.  George  Brown  has  spent  many 
hours  for  the  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  with  the  two 
developments  in  town  making  sure  that  the  new  roads  were  built 
according  to  town  specifications  and  has  saved  the  town  many 
thousands  of  dollars  in  future  upkeep  of  these  roads.  He  has  also 
helped  with  driveways  as  to  their  construction  and  design  to 
ensure  the  proper  drainage.  This  again  should  prove  to  be  very 
valuable  in  our  future  maintenance  costs. 

We  realize  that  the  Police  Department  has  grown  very  fast  and 
to  many  this  seems  to  be  unnecessary.  However,  with  the 
changing  times  we  feel  we  must  make  some  changes  within  our 


town  and  are  trying  to  work  with  the  Police  Chief  to  give  the 
citizens  of  Stratham  the  protection  they  need  in  the  most 
economical  way.  We  hope  you  will  bear  with  us  while  we  work 
out  the  best  possible  solutions.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  moderator,  W.  D. 
Scamman.  A  prayer  was  given  by  Rev.  Walter  Thyng.  The 
moderator  read  the  results  of  the  town  and  school  ballots.  The 
warrant  was  read  in  it's  entirety  by  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  Town  Budget 

The  motion  was  made  to  accept  the  budget  by  James 
Scamman,  chair  seconded  the  motion.  Robert  Wiggin  questioned 
the  highway  budget.  Mr.  Wiggin  offered  an  amendment  to  cut 
highway  budget  to  $26,000.00  making  the  total  budget 
$88,853.91.  Robert  Newcomb  seconded. 

Charles  Nelson  explained  new  highways  being  built  and  many 
new  homes  being  constructed  increasing  demand  on  highway 
department.  Vote  on  amendment  negative. 

Arthur  Mantell  made  motion  to  amend  highway  budget  from 
$43,500.00  to  $33,000.00.  Glennis  Mantell  seconded  motion. 

James  Scamman  explained  revenue  sharing  and  how  use 
determines  how  much  you  receive  later.

Edward  Copithorne 
explained  point  of  budget  committee  and  conclusion.

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WIGGIN  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  1973 

The  continued  financial  support  from  the  town  has  enabled  the 
library  to  extend  its  programs  and  services  to  the  community  this 
past  year. 

The  Children's  Room  is  bright  and  cheerful  with  the  new  rug 
installed.  Our  thanks  to  all  who  helped  earn  the  money  for  the 
carpeting  -  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  donations  from  towns- 
people and  earnings  from  plates  and  histories  which  the  library 
sells.  Enough  money  was  left  in  the  fund  to  purchase  a  vacuum 
cleaner. 

A  very  successful  Summer  Reading  Program  was  held  during 
July  and  August  with  over  70  children  participating  and  ended 
with  a  visit  to  the  Hampton  Playhouse  for  a  matinee.  A  series  of 
story  hours  for  pre-schoolers  was  held  in  April  and  May  and  again 
in  October  and  November.  During  the  summer  months  story 
hours  for  pre-schoolers  and  first  graders  were  held  on  Wednesdays 
with  a  film  program  for  older  children  later  in  the  morning.  The 
sixth  grade  visited  the  library  twice  for  orientation  in  the  use  of 
library  facilities.  The  kindergarten  enjoyed  a  story  hour  and  film 
program  with  us  one  morning  also. 

Special  activities  for  National  Library  Week  included  a  mobile 
contest  with  prizes  given  at  the  Family  Film  Night  that  month.  A 
tea  for  the  Stratham  Memorial  School  teachers  to  acquaint  them 
with  the  library  was  held  during  the  same  week.  One  of  the  last  of 
the  Southeast  District  Book  Meetings  was  held  at  the  library 
during  the  spring.  These  worthwhile  displays  of  books  and  book 
review  sessions  have  had  to  be  cancelled  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

With  the  help  of  collectors  and  organizations,  we  have  had  a 
wide  range  of  exhibits  in  the  display  case.  An  exhibit  of  pottery  is 
being  planned  and  the  school  will  have  an  exhibit  of  handicrafts 
later  in  the  year.  The  display  case  is  available  to  anyone, 
individual  or  organization  who  would  like  to  use  it. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  asked  the  State  Highway  Department 
to  remedy  the  dangerous  condition  in  front  of  the  library.  Thanks 
to  speedy  action,  a  new  culvert  has  been  installed  and  the  hazard 
removed. 

Because  our  record  collection  needed  more  space,  we  have  a 
new  record  cabinet  with  storage  space  underneath  and  storage 
space  was  added  to  the  old  one  as  well.  These  cabinets  were  made 
for  us  by  Nelson  Barker  and  are  a  welcome  addition  due  to  the 
expanded  use  of  the  record  collection.  Other  new  equipment 
purchased  this  year  for  use  in  the  library  is  a  dehumidifier 
because  of  the  dampness  in  the  Children's  Room  and  a  small  hot 
water  tank  to  comply  with  state  law. 

Our  staff  includes  Dorothy  Cole,  librarian's  assistant,  Gail 
Burgess,  library  aide  and  Barbara  Senko,  librarian.  V/e  would  like 
to  thank  Wendy  Rowe  and  Linda  Patrick  who  volunteered  their 
time  to  put  away  books  for  us  during  the  year.  Our  staff  is  willing 
and  available  to  assist  local  organizations  in  finding  special 
material,  program  planning  and  the  showing  of  films. 

Our  special  gratitude  to  ail  the  many  people  who 
contributed  of  their  time  and  effort  for  the  advancement  of  our 
library.  Our  thanks  to  the  many  individuals  and  organizations 
who  give  magazine  subscriptions  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
townspeople.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STRATHAM  VOLUNTEER 
FIRF  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1973 

The  department  finished  the  year  with  a  total  membership  of 
86  men,  making  Stratham  the  largesl  total  volunteer  department 
in  the  state. 

In  the  past  year,  the  officers  began  an  intensified  training 
program,  with  training  being  conducted  every  Tuesday  night. 
Some  of  the  training  programs  have  been;  driver  training,  pump 
operation,  use  of  foam,  first  aid,  breathing  apparatus,  water  relay 
operations,  and  sprinkler  systems. 

The  department  responded  to  73  calls  this  year,  more  than 
double  the  calls  of  the  previous  year.  The  following  is  a  summary 
of  those  calls: 

Mutual  aid    9 

Dump  fires 7 

Lost  persons 4 

Other  calls  including  car  fires,  grass  fires, 
flooded  burners  and  smoke  in  house 52 

In  addition  to  these  calls  there  were  20  burner  permits  issued 
and  53  inspections  performed  by  the  department  personnel.  All 
citizens  are  reminded  that  state  law  requires  that  oil  burner 
installations  and  permits  for  assemble  must  be  issued  by  the  fire 
chief.

Replacement  of  the  present  furnace 
is  also  a  requirement. 

The  department  will  offer  this  year  a  first-aid  training  program 
for  the  community  at  large.  Those  interested  please  contact 
department  officers.

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EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a  Community 
Health  Service  providing  skilled  nursing  care  on  an  intermittent 
basis  and  physical  therapy  to  patients  in  their  home.  Service  is 
provided  by  registered  professional  nurses  and  a  physical  therapist 
experienced  in  public  health.  Care  is  provided  through  orders 
from  each  patient's  physician. 

The  nurse  gives  treatments  such  as  changing  surgical  dressings, 
hypodermic  injections,  etc.  She  assists  with  the  rehabilitation  of 
persons  (of  all  ages)  handicapped  by  arthritis,  heart  trouble, 
diabetes,  cancer,  stroke,  mental  illness,  accidents,  and  similar 
conditions.  The  nurse  instructs  designated  persons  to  give  needed 
care  between  nursing  visits,  and  teaches  families  and  individuals 
good  nutrition  and  understanding  of  special  diets;  she  advises  new 
and  expectant  mothers  in  the  care  of  themselves  and  their  babies; 
provides  tuberculosis  and  pschychiatric  follow-up  and  refers, 
when  appropriate,  to  other  agencies.  The  physical  therapist 
evaluates,  establishes,  and  supervises,  and/or  carries  out  a  program 
to  return  the  patient  to  his  maximum  abilities. 

The  Association  provides  the  services  of  a  Home  Health 
Coordinator  to  the  Exeter  Hospital,  who  assists  in  planning  for 
the  necessary  care  required  for  the  patient  to  return  to  his  home. 

A  Well  Child  clinic,  sponsored  by  the  Association  and  the 
Division  of  Public  Health,  is  held  monthly,  and  provides 
physicals,  immunizations,  and  well  child  care  to  eligible  children. 

As  of  October  31,  1973,  a  total  of  189  nursing  and  therapy 
visits  were  made  to  34  individuals  in  Stratham.

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STRATHAM  HILL  PARK 
REPORT  FROM  THE  PARK  ASSOCIATION 

Stratham  Hill  Park  is  not  a  National  Park  or  a  State  Park  as 
many  people  believe  who  visit  it's  facilities  to  enjoy  the  high 
aesthetic  quality  and  recreational  appeal. 

This  park  was  left  to  the  Town  of  Stratham  by 'the  Honorable 
Edward  Tuck  in  the  year  1905,  for  the  people  of  this  town  and 
surrounding  towns  to  enjoy.  Therefore  National  or  State  funds 
are  not  available  to  improve  or  maintain  the  park,  this  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Town  of  Stratham  and  the  Park  Association. 

To  mention  some  of  the  highlights  in  1973  were:  A  general 
reconnaissance  of  Stratham  Hill  Park  was  made  to  determine  the 
species  composition  of  the  woodlands  and  what  steps  might  be 
taken  to  improve  them.  Primary  consideration  was  given  to  forest 
management  for  recreational  use.  Secondary  consideration  to 
actual  timber  production.  A  third  consideration  is  that  of  wildlife 
management  to  improve  natural  habitation  in  the  area.  As  a  result 
of  the  field  trip  a  long  range  woodland  plan  was  completed  for 
the  park  association  to  consider.  This  plan  was  produced  by  the 
Rockingham  Extention  Forest  Recreational  Specialist,  Gerald  J. 
Ouellette  and  County  Forester  Stanley  W.  Knowles. 

In  June  new  toilet  facilities  were  constructed  near  the  horse 
pulling  area  and  the  eld  ones  destroyed. 

Concern  about  permanent  buildings  and  installations  in  the 
park  showed  the  need  for  a  long  range  plan  not  covered  by  the 
woodland  plan.  A  study  committee  was  appointed  to  work  on 
this  for  1973-74. 

In  the  area  of  the  skating  rink  a  very  fine  warming  hut  has  been 
constructed.  This  was  voted  by  the  park  association  three  years 
ago  when  and  if  funds  were  available,  this  was  the  year.  The 
following  committee  was  appointed:  Donald  Littlefield, 
Chairman    and    Design    Engineer,    Christopher    Rowe,    Larry 
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Dowling,    Lucien    Burleaud,    and    Arthur    French,    Electrical 
Engineer. 

The  park  association  would  like  to  thank  the  committee  for  a 
very  fine  accomplishment.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
following  people  who  gave  or  donated  work  to  the  building, 
Rodney  Sanderson  and  son  Sandy,  Robert  Wiggin,  Robert  Calef, 
Richard  Cole,  Robert  Clements,  David  Bragdon  and  Trustworthy 
Hardware  Co.,  who  gave  the  stove. 

The  baseball  little  league  field  is  a  fine  field  good  as  any  in  the 
state  and  a  credit  to  Stratham.  The  use  of  this  field  during 
baseball  season  is  unbelievable.  Come  down  and  see  a  league  game 
some  night.  Watch  the  youth  in  action! 

In  the  fall  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development  Division  of  Resources 
Development  Concord,  N.  H.  who  has  control  of  the  forest  fire 
look  out  towers  retired  Clayton  Eastman,  there  long  time  ranger 
from  active  service.  The  tower  was  to  be  fazed  out  and  Clayton 
had  reached  the  age  of  retirement  so  they  both  went  out 
together.  Clayton  Eastman  has  so  many  friends  old  and  young 
that  a  testimonial  was  given  in  his  honor.  Many  gifts  were  given  to 
Clayton  by  people  in  the  Community  and  the  State. 

Who  could  see  Clayton  Eastman  leave  this  area  after  the  many 
years  of  service  of  watching  over  our  community  and  surrounding 
towns.  Stratham  Hill  Park  has  been  his  home  for  many  years,  and 
will  continue  to  be  because  the  Stratham  Hill  Park  Association 
has  created  a  new  position,  Stratham  Hill  Park  "Ranger"  and  Mr. 
Clayton  Eastman  has  a  new  title.  Good  luck  Clayton  Eastman  in 
your  new  assignment.  We  will  find  plenty  of  work  for  you  to  do.

Moderator  William  Roberts  brought  the  meeting  to  order  at 
8:00  P.M.,  Reverend  Walter  Thyng  gave  the  Invocation. 

Moderator  Roberts  read  the  School  Warrant  and  asked  if  the 
minutes  from  last  year's  meeting  needed  to  be  read,  due  to  them 

being  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Richard  Scamman  moved  that  minutes  be  accepted  as  written 
in  the  Town  Report,  Frederick  Gowen  seconded.  So  voted. 

ARTICLE  I.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees,  or  Officers  hereto  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.

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1973  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 
STRATHAM  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL 

The  School  Board  in  August  1973  had  to  employ  an  additional 
teacher  because  of  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  first  grade.  A 
similar  problem  faces  the  board  for  the  1974-75  school  year  as  31 
children  are  projected  to  enter  grade  one.  However,  the  adminis- 
tration and  the  board  feels  that  one  of  four  events  can  happen  in 
relation  to  the  class  size:  1)  there  may  be  less  students  than 
projected  requiring  only  one  teacher;  2)  there  will  be  no  further 
increase  over  that  projected  in  which  case  an  aide  will  be 
employed  to  assist  the  regular  teacher;  3)  the  class  size  will 
increase  requiring  the  services  of  a  part  time  teacher;  4)  the  class 
size  could  increase  to  the  point  of  having  to  employ  an  additional 
full  time  teacher.  Feeling  the  latter  unlikely,  the  board  has 
included  in  the  1974-75  budget  funds  for  an  aide  or  part  time 
teacher  should  either  be  necessary. 

A  review  of  the  school's  insurance  was  conducted  resulting  in 
increased  fire  insurance  coverage  for  the  building  from 
$220,000.00  to  $325,000.00  which  is  more  in  line  with  today's 
replacement  costs.  Other  coverage  such  as  liability,  building 
contents  and  burglary  were  included  and  the  new  package 
program  was  obtained  at  a  lower  premium  than  previously  paid. 

Stratham  Fire  Chief  Fred  Hutton,  Sr.  inspected  the  premises 
on  several  occasionsj  on  his  recommendation  illuminated  exit 
signs  were  installed  and  minor  hazzards  corrected.  An  external 
alarm  (siren)  donated  by  the  Stratham  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment will  be  installed  as  soon  as  weather  permits.  We  appreciate 
the  department's  interest  and  assistance. 

A  review  and  updating  of  rules  and  policies  has  been 
undertaken  throughout  the  year  with  many  items  rewritten  and 
new  ones  adopted;  this  is  to  be  a  continuing  program. 

The  administration  has  attempted  to  reduce  fuel  consumption 
by  lowering  the  school's  temperature  which  has  resulted  in  about 
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a  9%  saving  over  the  previous  year.  Following  a  lengthy  study,  the 
recommended  remodeling  of  the  heating  system  for  better 
control  should  reduce  fuel  expenditures  by  10  to  20%  additional. 

The  board  has  met  several  times  with  staff  members  to  review 
the  school's  programs.  We  are  impressed  with  the  staff's  attitude, 
interest  and  hard  work  during  the  past  year  to  provide  the  finest 
possible  education  for  the  district's  elementary  students.  Much  of 
the  work  by  the  staff  has  been  accomplished  on  their  own  time 
and  they  have  been  active  in  Supervisory  Union  16  programs, 
committees  and  other  functions  relative  toward  improving  the 
school's  educational  programs. 

Extensive  negotiating  sessions  were  carried  on  with  the 
teachers  or  their  association  representative  culminating  in  con- 
tract agreements  equitable  to  them  and  the  district. 

Board  members  represented  the  district  at  several  S.  U.  16 
Joint  Board  meetings  as  well  as  many  various  union  committee 
sessions.  The  board  has  actively  participated  in  the  proposal  lo 
split  up  the  union  and  will  continue  to  take  part  in  further  studies 
to  be  conducted  on  the  important  issue. 

The  board  investigated  other  possible  systems  of  transportation 
for  the  District's  pupils  in  an  effort  to  reduce  costs  in  that  area 
but  has  found  no  other  arrangement  less  expensive  than  the 
present  one.  The  District  costs  per  pupil  mile  remain  well  under 
the  state  average  at  this  time. 

Volunteers  working  in  the  school's  programs  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  their  participation;  their  efforts  have  greatly 
assisted  the  staff  and  has  been  of  significant  benefit  to  many 
students.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

Jerome  F.  Melvin 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  educational  program  was 
somewhat  restricted  due  to  increased  class  size  at  the  Stratham 
Memorial  School  during  the  past  year. 

In  fact,  a  larger  than  anticipated  first  grade  caused  the  School 
Board  to  create  a  second  first  grade  class  in  September.  As  the 
result  of  this  action,  the  room  previously  used  for  a  library  was 
converted  to  a  classroom.  Consequently,  a  section  of  the 
cafetorium  area,  as  well  as  the  stage,  is  now  used  as  a  library,  thus 
curtailing  the  activities  previously  scheduled  for  that  space. 

In  addition  to  studying  future  classroom  needs  at  the  school, 
the  reactivated  space  needs  committee  is  now  investigating  the 
possibility  of  adding  an  all-purpose  room  to  the  school.  Such  an 
area  would  be  used  by  the  school  and  community  for  athletic, 
social,  and  club  functions.  I  firmly  believe  that  an  expanding  and 
growing  community,  such  as  Stratham.  needs  such  a  facility  if  we 
are  to  meet  all  the  needs  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

Principal  David  Michaud  in  his  annual  report,  has  emphasized 
the  curriculum  changes  that  have  taken  place  during  the  past  six 
months.  These  changes,  he  notes,  involve  placing  all  students  on  a 
level  appropriate  to  their  degree  of  achievement  in  both  reading 
and  mathematics.  The  levels  approach  allows  a  child  to  progress 
at  his  own  rate  of  speed,  regardless  of  the  grade  to  which  he  is 
assigned . 

Mr.  Michaud  writes  that  the  Stratham  School  is  currently 
providing  a  well -balanced  program  for  students,  with  an  attempt 
to  give  as  much  mdividual  help  as  possible.  I  concur  with  hi  i 
when  he  adds  that  such  help  would  be  impossible  without  the 
assistance  of  our  many  volunteer  teacher  and  library  aides. 
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The  financial  frustrations  of  attempting  to  provide  quality 
education  in  a  state  which  ranks  last  among  all  fifty  states  as 
regards  state  aid  to  local  communities  continues  to  plague  us.  One 
cannot  but  be  impressed  by  the  sacrifices  of  our  local  citizens 
who  assume  the  burden  of  supporting  their  local  schools  almost 
entirely  through  property  tax  dollars. 

As  in  the  past,  our  average  per  pupil  costs  for  both  the  AREA 
Junior  High  School  and  the  AREA  Senior  High  School  compare 
most  favorably  with  other  New  Hampshire  secondary  schools. 
The  tuition  rate  for  1974-75  as  announced  by  the  Exeter  School 
Board  and  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education: 

AREA  Junior  High  School 

Estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1973-74  $    821.18 

Rental  Charges  42.82 

Tuition  for  74-75  -  JHS  $    864.00 

AREA  Senior  High  School 

Estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1973-74  $    963.42 

Rental  Charges  43.58 

Tuition  for  74-75  -  SHS  $1,007.00 

These  estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1973-74,  in  accordance 
with  the  AREA  contract,  are  the  basis  for  determining  tuition 
rates  for  the  1974-75  school  year.  A  rental  charge  is  added  to 
complete  the  tuition  cost. 

The  latest  New  Hampshire  junior  and  senior  high  school 
average  per  pupil  costs,  based  on  the  1972-73  school  year,  are 
$857.00  and  $931.00  respectively.  Thus,  the  comparative  state 
costs  are  two  years  behind  the  AREA  tuition  figures  for  the 
1974-75  school  year. 

In  November  1973,  the  Exeter  School  Board  requested  a 
month's  delay  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  so  that  a  plan 
for  the  establishment  of  the  Exeter  School  District  as  a  single 
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supervisory  union  could  be  presented  at  the  December  meeting  of 
the  State  Board.  This  request  was  denied. 

Consequently,  at  the  Supervisory  Union  16  joint  boards  annual 
financial  meeting  in  December,  board  members  from  the  six 
school  districts  voted  to  form  two  committees.  One  committee 
would  study  the  possibility  of  adding  an  additional  administrator 
to  the  central  office  staff  while  the  second  committee  would  be 
charged    with    developing    a    plan    for    the   reo;  ion   of 

Supervisory  Union   16.  Since  that  time,  the  joint  bcarpts  h: 
employed  Mr.  Jason  Boynton,  from  the  New  Hampshire  School 
Boards'  Association,  as  a  planning  consultant. 

Regardless  of  any  recommendation  that  might  be  made  and 
any  possible  future  actions,  I  believe  that  the  jointlDoards  have 
acted  wisely  in  collectively  trying  to  solve  their  mutual  problems. 
Hopefully,  such  recommendations  will  prove  beneficial  to  ail  six 
school  districts  and  result  In  improved  central  office  operating 
efficiency. 

There  were  three  full-time  staff  members  new  to  Stratham 
Memorial  School  in  1973.  Two  were  replacements  and  one  was  an 
additional  teacher  to  fill  a  new  position.  The  present  staff  and 
their  respective  assignments  are  listed  below:

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BUILDING  NEEDS  COMMITTEE  REPORT - 

The  Stratham  Memorial  School  Building  Needs  Committee  as 
authorized  by  the  1973  Stratham  School  District  Meeting  held 
several  meetings  during  the  school  year. 

Several  reports  and  statistical  summaries  were  studied  by  the 
committee    including    present    and    future     school    pre     -  is 
enrollment  projections,  population  growth  figures,  census  reports, 
building  permit  reports  and  others. 

The  committee  also  included  in  its  study  present  use  of  the 
building  with  relation  to  its  student  enrollment  and  possible 
future  expansion  correlated  with  the  reports  and  statistics 
furnished  by  many  professional  resource  people. 

The  Building  Needs  Committee  is  partial  to  the  construction  of 
a  multi-purpose  building  for  the  following  reasons:  I)  it  would 
relieve  the  present  space  limitations  which  has  resulted  in  the 
library  being  located  in  the  cafeteria/auditorium  and  on  ihe  stage: 
2)  it  would  provide  classroom  space  in  the  cafeteria/auditorium 
for  up  tc  three  classrooms  and/or  learning  center  areas:  3)  it 
would  provide  permanent  library  space;  4)  it  would  provide 
adequate  space  for  now  limited  functions:  physical  education, 
cafeteria,  assemblies,  public  school  programs  such  as  musicals, 
plays,  etc.:  5)  it  would  allow  use  as  a  public  function  and 
activities  center  for  the  town  for  meetings,  adult  physical  and 
academic  education  and  other  activities  present  town  facil 
now  limit  or  do  not  permit. 

The  committee  feels  that  such  a  building  would  provide  for 
set  sol  and  town  needs  for  some  time  into  the  future. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  committee  that  the  School 
District  authorize  the  establishment  of  a  building  committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR 

Daniel  C.  Durgin 

It  is  not  surprising  that  we  often  feel  the  significance  of  change 
since,  as  someone  once  said,  "change  is  all  around  us."  In 
reviewing  various  reports  printed  in  the  1973  School  District 
Report,  I  noted  with  interest  the  number  of  administrators  and 
board  members  who  mentioned  the  many  changes  which  had 
occurred  during  the  previous  year.  I  would  like  to  mention  two  or 
three  of  the  newer  developments  in  our  system. 

FACILITIES 

The  students  and  staff  of  the  Brentwood  School  District,  upon 
their  return  to  school  in  September,  were  pleased  to  find  the  new 
addition  to  the  Swasey  School  ready  for  their  occupancy.  The 
new  facility  consists  of  six  classrooms  and  a  large  resource  center. 
It  is  electrically  heated  and  boasts  carpeting  throughout.  It  is  a 
most  attractive  and  functional  facility  and  one  in  which  the 
town's  citizens  can  take  extreme  pride.  Noteworthy  too  is  the 
fact  that  the  total  cost  ran  under  $18  per  square  foot  which  was 
the  lowest  per  square  foot  cost  for  schools  in  the  state  for  1973. 

In  June,  the  offices  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  16  were 
relocated  to  the  Main  Street  School  Annex  in  Exeter.  Our  new 
location  offers  the  Union  staff  an  enlarged  facility  with  ample 
room  for  equipment  and  storage  of  supplies  and  administrative 
records. 

In  August,  the  voters  of  Exeter  approved  the  purchase  of  36 
acres  of  land  located  just  south  of  the  Junior-Senior  High  site. 
This  acreage  is  flat,  relatively  dry  land  and  will  be  developed  for 
athletic  fields.  At  present,  a  committee  is  at  work  formulating 
recommendations  for  presentation  to  the  Exeter  School  Board. 

ECONOMY 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  word  about  the 
dramatic  changes  in  our  economy  and  its  impact  on  our  schools. 
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Recent  months  have  brought  rapid  increases  in  costs  of  many 
materials  and  supplies  used  in  the  operation  of  our  schools.  Most 
noteworthy  in  this  category  are  fuel  oil  and  school  paper.  Prices 
for  certain  types  of  both  commodities  have  more  that  doubled 
over  the  past  year.  This  not  only  makes  budget  forecasting 
extremely  difficult,  but  it  places  extreme  and  unpredictable 
pressure  on  current  budgets.  All  of  us,  I  am  sure,  share  the  same 
hope  that  the  rapid  escalation  in  prices  of  essential  goods  will 
level  off  and,  hopefully,  decline. 

PERSONNEL 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  mention  something  that  does  not 
change,  and  that  is  the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  our  support 
personnel.  I  fear  at  times,  we  tend  to  overlook  the  contribution 
of  these  individuals  as  they  continue  to  perform  their  important 
duties  in  a  quiet  and  efficient  manner.  Therefore,  I  would  like  to 
thank  them  all  publicly  for  their  dedicated  service  to  their 
respective  school  districts  and  Supervisory  Union  No.  16.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 

By  Frederick  B.  King 

Since  the  last  report  of  a  year  ago,  much  has  been  happening  in 
our  elementary  schools.  To  follow  up  last  year's  report,  I  would 
like  to  say  that,  with  Title  I  funds,  we  are  now  running  a 
successful  learning  disability  program.  Our  center  is  located 
behind  the  Main  Street  School  on  the  ground  floor  of  what  was 
the  convent.  We  have  three  highly  trained  specialists  working  with 
children  who  are  experiencing  learning  problems  in  school. 
Thirty -six  children  were  involved  on  a  regular  basis  from  Feb. 
1973  until  June  of  1973  and  another  twenty  were  in  a  summer 
program  which  ran  for  six  weeks  in  July  and  August.  The 
program  has  concentrated  on  children  in  the  primary  grades.  We 
are  hoping  to  be  able  to  continue  the  project  in  1974-75. 

Our  numerous  meetings  and  discussion  of  reading  programs  led 
us  to  the  adoption  of  two  new  programs  which  primary  children 
are  using  during  this  school  year.  Both  programs  have  some  very 
strong  features  and  by  capitalizing  on  the  strengths  of  both  we 
should  produce  better  readers  in  our  primary  grades.  The 
programs  will  be  moving  into  the  middle  grades  shortly. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  change  in  our  elementary  school 
program  is  the  change  to  more  emphasis  on  individual  needs  and 
the  adoption  of  a  "levels"  approach  in  our  reading  and 
mathematics.  This,  of  course,  resulted  in  a  new  reporting  system 
to  parents.  The  levels  approach  allows  for  more  variations  in  the 
instructional  program.  These  affect  what  the  student  learns,  how 
rapidly  he  learns,  and  how  he  goes  about  learning. 

Much  of  the  Fall  has  been  spent  in  working  with  the  staff  in 
making  changes  which  will  result  in  more  attention  to  the 
individual  child,  more  careful  planning  of  what  is  to  be  taught, 
and  a  more  thorough  job  of  assessing  how  well  the  student  is 
grasping  the  skills  taught.  There  is  much  yet  to  be  done.  At  this 
writing  only  the  primary  grades  have  made  the  necessary 
transition  to  the  "levels"  approach. 
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I  am  convinced  that,  with  our  current  Transition  Program, 
Learning  Disabilities  Project,  new  reading  program,  and  a  better 
system  of  accounting  for  student  learning,  we  are  well  on  the 
road  to  fulfilling  education's  ultimate  goal  -  that  of  helping  each 
child  to  achieve  his  full  potential.  I  feel  this  concentration  of 
effort  in  the  elementary  years  will  pay  us  many  future  dividends 
by  giving  us  a  better  prepared  student  with  a  more  positive 
attitude  in  the  secondary  school. 

One  of  the  exciting  things  about  working  in  education  is  that 
one  is  constantly  seeking  newer  and  better  ways  to  reach  more 
children.  After  twelve  years  in  S.  U.  No.  16,  I  can  say  we  have 
made  many  changes  and  yet  I  can  see  that  there  is  much  to  do, 
much  that  can  be  improved,  and  I  look  to  the  day  when  I  can 
honestly  say  we  are  doing  the  very  best  we  can  for  every  child 
who  goes  through  the  public  schools  of  this  community. 
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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 
STRATHAM  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  year  the  School  Health  Services  have  provided 
vision  and  hearing  screening  for  students.  After  thorough 
discussion  with  the  school  physician  and  the  School  Board,  it  was 
decided  that  physical  examinations  previously  offered  to  Fourth 
Grade  students  will  not  be  done  in  school  this  year.  Lack  of 
adequate  space  and  facilities  to  do  thorough  examinations 
prompted  this  change  in  policy.  Instead,  reminders  are  being  sent 
home  to  parents  that,  if  their  child  has  not  had  a  recent  physical, 
this  might  be  a  good  time  to  have  a  checkup  with  the  family 
doctor. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  advance  for  the  Health  Services  over  the 
past  year  has  been  the  development  of  a  formal  Health  Education 
Curriculum  for  elementary  schools.  As  a  result  of  meetings  of  the 
Union  16  Health  Education  Curriculum  Committee,  it  was 
decided  to  initiate  the  Scott  Foresman  Health  and  Growth  series 
in  grades  1  through  6.  This  particular  program  emphasizes 
hygiene,  dental  care,  nutrition,  and  safety,  areas  of  importance  to 
all  elementary  school  children. 

I  would  like  to  express  thanks  to  those  volunteers  who  have 
helped  with  the  School  Health  Program  in  the  past.  I  hope  that  I 
will  have  their  continued  support.  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Principal  David  Michaud,  members  of  the  staff,  and  Dr.  John 
Tuthill,  school  pediatrician,  for  their  help  and  cooperation  this 
year.
